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An Extra-ordinary Youth Association

Bangladesh a south-east Asian Muslim country which is densely populated by its 1.60 
billion people. In accordance with its high population rate there is a wide range of 
organizations in this country followed by various goals and purposes from different aspects 
such as religion, theory, economics, environment and so on. But it is an affair of grief that 
most of these organizations are doing very little to note for their nation or country, let alone 
serving their main purpose. Rather, almost all of them hanker after their own political and 
economic interests.

'Bangladesh Ahlehadees Youth Association' in English. 

Alhamdulillah, this is the only one student as well as youth organization in Bangladesh 
which designs its all activities keeping pace with the last revelation of Allah (SWT) i.e. 
The Holy Quran and the Saheeh Sunnah. It is the only youth organization here which 
follows strictly the main sources of Islam on the basis of understanding of Salafe Saleheen 
i.e. pious predecessors of the Muslim Ummah. Since the common people of Bangladesh 
sunk through ages in the realm of Jahiliyah, as they had very little scope to come across the 
main sources of Islam due to the ignorance as well as the lack of qualified Islamic teachers; 
True knowledge of Islam was never available here. So that the people of Bangladesh are 
now in tremendous need of pure knowledge of Islam in every step of life that may lead 
them towards building a nation, best in eveiy field of human development from spiritual, 
intellectual and worldly aspects, in true sense. 'Bangladesh Ahlehadeeth Youth 
Association' is just dealing with these magnificent deeds to guide the new generation of 
this country to the path of Deen as it is revealed. 

Now I want to give here an account of the activities of this distinguished and extra- 
ordinary organization at a glance. First of all, it should be noted that Ahlehadeeth is the 
name of a way or path. It is not the name of any religious school (Majhab) or a paticular 
sect or ism. However, it is the name of the path of the last revelation (Ohi) sent by 
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Almighty Allah (SWT) to our last and the greatest prophet Muhammad (SM), the way of 
the holy Quran and Saheeh Hadeeth. The honorable followers (pious predecessors) of our 
greatest prophet (SM) used to call the people to this way. The full guidance of man both of 
his religious and earthly life is available here. This Youth Association calls the younu 
people only to this heavenly and sacred path.

The purpose of this organization is to achieve the satisfaction of the Almighty Allah 
(SWT) by propagating and inculcating pure Tawheed in all spheres of life by following 
exact instuctions of the holy Quran and saheeh sunnah. The social and political objectives 
of this movement are to bring about all-round reforms of the society through the 
reformation of beliefs (Aqeedah) and deeds. 

The organization has five basic principles, that are in short- First: the members of this 
association give utmost priority of the commands and prohibitions of the holy Quran and 
saheeh Hadeeth unconditionally and without any hesitation.
